The printed vellum volume known under the title of The Prayer Book of the 
Emperor Maximilian I., is preserved partly in the Royal State Library in Munich 
and partly in the Municipal Library at Besangon. The fragment at Munich is 
adorned with borders drawn by Albrecht Durer and Lucas Cranach, while the 
designs in the portion at Besangon were executed by Albrecht Altdorfer (?), Hans 
Baldung, Jorg Breu, Hans Burgkmair, and Hans Diirer. Unfortunately one or two 
of the sheets of the Besangon portion have been lost, but it has been possible to 
complete the text from the non-illustrated copies in the British Museum and other 
collections. After trial of many methods, photogravure proved the most oapable of 
reproducing most clearly the faded drawings of the original. Everything, even to 
the smallest detail, is here reproduced in colours, and even the paper presents the 
appearance, both in colour and transparency, of the vellum on which the original 
was printed and drawn.

The volume of plates forms a special feature of the Catalogue, which it is hoped will be welcome 
both to palaeographers and to students of art. The 125 plates include representations of 99 manu¬ 
scripts written (or probably written) in England, and since nearly 50 of these are illuminated they 
serve to give a good idea of English mediieval art. French art, which alone can rival it, is well 
represented by 26 plates, 24 of which are illuminated. 

The Royal Collection is that portion of the collection of the Department of which the existing 
catalogue was the most antiquated and inadequate, and of whioh a full catalogue on modern lines 
was most urgently needed. 

This important work has been in preparation since 1894. 

The General Index to both collections (over 300 pages), which follows the description of the 
Kings Manuscripts in this volume, is constructed on the principles familiar to those who have used 
the department’s catalogues published in the last fifty years, but a new departure has been made in 
the addition of tndxxks of initxa, Greek, Latin, English, and other modern languages.

The bibliography of this little poetical pamphlet is very interesting, and is fully discussed by 
Mr. Gordon Duff in his Introduction. Briefly, it appears that prior to Marshe's issue of this 
pamphlet, Wynkyn de Worde had thrice printed it. Although no perfect copy of any of the 
Wynkyn de Worde issues is known, fragments exist and have been noticed by bibliographers : 
Hazlitt and others. There also exists in the Bodleian Library a complete copy or an issue 
identical with Marshe’s except for the colophon, which gives as the publisher “ Anthony 
Kitaon ”, instead of “ Thomas Marshe ”. The copy from which this reprint has been made is in 
the possession of Captain Arthur W. Clifford, of Chest&l, near Dursley. It is interesting to 
note that the Bodleian “ Kitson ” issue came to that Library in a remarkable volume of 16th 
century poetical and other tracts bequeathed by Selden in 1669. 

It would appear from the number of editions known to have been printed (and it must be 
borne in mina that others may very well have been issued only to have disappeared entirely), 
that this didactic poem, which treats of the folly of gambling and other means the fool has of 
parting with his money, had some considerable vogue during the 16th century. 

Reproductions are given of the title and colophon. The edition is limited to 260 copies.

After much consideration chromo-lithography was employed for the coloured plates 
in preference to the more modern colour processes, as greater exactitude was attained 
in reproducing the original colours by this method, although the cost was greatly in¬ 
creased, some plates costing more than one hundred pounds each. It was deemed 
better to have a small but truthful number of colour plates than a large array of 
colour that would be misleading. The same care has been exercised in producing the 
collotypes.
